The weather conditions of the I 
Just closed though far from being all that 
tbe farmer might wiab, were, upon the 
whole, more favorable to crops than those 
for some time past. The temperature 
continued low throughout the week, only 
going above tbe normal upon one day. 
The amount of precipitation was less 
than the normal throughout tbe s'ate, 
and came mainly in tho form of light 
scattered showers, of which tbe Central 
and Western counties received the great- 
est number. In many sections no rain 
whatever foil. This Is true of the coun- 
ties from Montgomery Northward to the 
Ohio, including Fleming, Mason and ad- 
joining counties, and the bluegrast 
district received only very light showers. 

Crops generally have made slow pro- 
gress, and the majority of them are still 
backward, but there is nothing in their 
condition which will prevent their com- 
plete restoration with the advent of 
favorable weather conditions. The abun- 
dant sunshine liaa permitted of tbe 
thorough working of tbe fields, and they 
arc, in consequence, unusually free of 
weeds. 

WEhTERN section. 
Iieports from this section are somt 
what contacting in character, especially 
in regard to the condition of wheat, but 
it seems apparent that it is better in the 
more Easterly and Southerly counties 
than in the extreme Western ones. Com 
plaints are made of chinch bugs in many 
localities, but they have not as yet done 
material injury to the crop. Bust is also 
reported from many places, but It aPPMtl 
to be confined mainly to the blades, not 
having attacked tho grain to any great 
extent. Altogether the prospects for tbe 
crop may be said to be good, despite the 
injurious induences which have affected 
it iu many localities. Corn is growing 
slowly, and reports regarding it are for 
tbe moBt part unfavorable, the general 
omplaint being that it is yellow and un- 
healthy in appearance. The majority of 
the fields have been plowed and are free 
of weeds and grasses. Tobacco setting 
has made much progress during the week, 
and in localities where rain fuvored the 
ork it is practically completed. Many 
implaints are made of a shortage of 
aula, especially from the counties along 
the Tennessee border. The correspond- 
n Trigg county states that he does 
know of a single farmer wbo bad 
! than two-thirds of a supply of 
plants. Hain is very badly needed for 
improvement of tbia crop. Some 
clover hay was saved in Carlise county. 
Gardens are generally backward, »ut 
look well. Small fruits are abundant. 




The general tone of tbe reports from 
ds section is somewhat more favorable 
than that of those from the Western 
counties. Wheat is reported to be fine 
in all except a few sections, and farmers 
confidently anticipating a bountiful 
yield at the coming harvest, about ten 
days to two weeks hence. Corn does not 
look so well as might be wished, being 
generully small and uneven, and in some 
ms the fields being yellow. Its 
ige condition is better, however, 
than at the close of last week. Tobacco 
ig has not progressed favorably ex- 
in localities where showers fell.

Considerable progress in the work ia re- 
ported in Shelby, Carroll, Grant and 
Barren counties, and but little headway 
was made in Campbell, Kenton, Ander- 
son, Trimble, Harrison, Bracken and 
ties to tho Eastward and Southward. 
Plants are reported scarce in Kenton, 
Bracken, Grant and Trimble counties. 

e crop of bluegrass seed is reported. 
Oats are fair and pastures and meadows 
rally good, except where choked 
with white top. Gardens are reported to 
be in good condition, but backward. 
Fruit prospects continue goud in moat 
localities, especially for blackberries. 
Strawberries are yielding abundantly. 
Hemp ia reported to be UMpod condition, 
but somewhat backward. 

EASTERN SECTION 

Practically the same weather conditions 
prevailed in this as in the Central sec- 
The scattered local showers which 
fell during tbe week served to make a 
fair season for tobacco in some localities, 
but the rain was insufficient In amount 
for tbe thorough prosecution of this 
work, and reports relative to the crop 
are not encouraging. Ia some sections a 
scarcity of plants is complained of, and 
in other* tbey are reported to be too large 



to set. Corn Is making very slow pro- 
gress, and much of It Is yellow. 

The fields have been well cultivated 
generally and are free of weeds. Wheat 
has Improved during the week, and the 
outlook for the crop is most promising at 
present. Oats are doing fairly well. A 
good crop of hay Is In prospect, though 
there is considerable complaint of white 
top in tbe fields. Gardens are generally 
in good condition. All berry crops will 
be very l arge.
